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NEW YORK STATION 
EXPLOSION LOSS 
OVER A MILLION 


NEW YORK—It was estimated by the 
inspectors of the building department to- 
-day that to put all of the structures 
damaged in the New York Central ter- 
minal explosion zone into good condition 
would require $1,500,000. Some of thie 
structures are so wrecked that they will 
have to be rebuilt. 

It. is said by the police that the disas- 
ter could have been averted had some one 
taken the precaution to fill the sand box 
of the electric engine which hauled the 
train that snapped the Pintsch gas pipe. 
Ten persons are known to have been 
killed. 

Five separate iiveatioabions: four of 
them by the city officials. are in progress 
today. What the authorities are. par- 
ticularly anxious to learn is why Pintsch 
gas. was permitted to escape from a 
broken pipe in enormous volumes for 
upward of a half hour with only rambling 
and unsystematic efforts to ascertain the 
cause and take precautionary measures. 

Fire (Commissioner Waldo, . who 
reached the scene of the explosion within 
25 minutes after it occurred, issued a 
statement as follows: 

(“All of the investigators from this de- 
partment agree in the general state- 
ment that the explosion was caused bv 
a train backing 
breaking the two-inch supply main 
carrying the gas to the various points 
in the yards. The escaping gas per 
meate! the power house until it formed 
an explosive mixture by combination 
with the air. 
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“The district attorney's office and the} 


coroner.” concluded Mr. Waldo, “had 
most of the witnesses. so that we were 
not able to get the testimony of some. 
This is simply a preliminary inv 
tion which will be continued until the 
responsibility for the accident is abso- 
meely determined.”

By JASON ROGERS | 


[ have myself experimented seriously 
with the overlapping grip this summer. 
fortnight I but 
This was 


kor a used no other, 


very disappointing, for during that fort- 
night the ball went pleasantly far and 
straight, says the London Morning Post. 
But when it ceased to go at all I re- 
luctantly came to. the conclusion that 
the best grip is only to be used by strong 
men. It enables them to get a certain 
amount of extra leverage from the fin- 
gers of the right hand. But there is 
always the danger that this extra lever- 
age may put too great a strain on the 
left wrist, which obviously must be the 
dominant factor in a well-played stroke. 

Most of the worst shots we play owe 
their ineptitude to the fact that the left 
wrist was not taut at the moment of 
impact. I found in the concluding stages 
of my fortnight’s experiment that to- 
wards the end of a round I was very 
prone .to hit at the ball instead of 
through it. This, in addition to the 
aforementioned weakening of the left 
thumb under pressure. 
are never what they seem. Therefore 
the man who to all appearances catches 
hold seriously with the palm and all the 
fingers of his right hand is really grip- 
ping quite loosely with that member. A 
moment of experiment will show that it 
is impossible to lay the clubshaft across 
the palm and squeeze it as in a vice. 
The thing is not big enough to give 
purchase to the fingers. 

The difficulty -of handicapping the 
back-markers with the long handicap 
players lies in the faet that if you place 
the former a long way behind scratch he 
has little or no chance of winning a scor- 
ing competition, says the Westminster 
Gazette. There is a limit to his powers, 
end even if he.does his very best round 
there is more: than a possibility that he 
will: not be in the prize list. He finds it 
a very difficult thing playing against a 
large field of players, every one of whom 
hé has to defeat, to playing in a tourna- 
ment, when he has only to meet one at 
a time, and, moreover, meet that man at 
a reduced rate of odds.

The estate has remained intact with 
the descendants of Peter Chardon Brooks 
up to this year, when part of the fields 
was cut up into home sites, but the 
original house and the larger part of 
the holdings remain unchanged. 

For more than a century the mansion 
house has been one of the show places 
of Medford, while its grounds are rich. 
in historical value. Through the west- 
erly side in early days the Mystic canal 
wound its way, and the footbridge over 
the canal, which allowed crossing inte. 
Arlington, still stands, while a modern 
street follows the course of the old canal, 
which then carried much of the mer- 
chandise back and forth between Lowell 
and Boston. 

In another section of the grounds is 


the monument to Sagamore John, the 


Indian chief who was one of the first’ 
to make peace with the white settlers + 
and one of the strongest allies af the  % 
early Brooks family. re. 
In Grove street, opposite the mansion & 
house, is a small brick wall, about 20 <3 
feet long and about three feet’ high. <& 
This was the first brick wall ever built @ 
in America, the bricks being brought 
from England in the early part of the 
eighteenth century and the wall built: 
by slaves. ie

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NEW YORK WILL HAVE 
COMMISSION 10 PLAN 
GHTYS DEVELOPMENT 


NEW YORK—George McAneny, presi- 
dent of the borough of Manhattan, told 
a meeting of the City Club last -night 
that the board of estimate would, be- 
tween now and Jan. 1, appoint a siltit- 
ably equipped commission on city plan. ° 

This commission will lay out a plan 
'for the entire future development of the 
city for many vears to come, similar to 
the plan of Haussimann to which all 
construction in Paris still conforms, and 
that of Major L’Enfant in laying, out the 
city of Washington. 

“Ti may divulge, without any breach 
of confidence.” said Mr. McAneny, “that 
the board of estimate will appoint a 
earefully selected and adequately 
equipped commission — architects: and 
experts in municipal work—to study the 
conditions which obtain in the city, and— 
to lay out, far ahead for the future, 
plans for all subsequent development, 
not only of Manhattan borough but also, 
and especially, of the outlying boroughs. 

“Just as even today, whenever a new 
street is opened or a new approach laid 
in Paris, it is a part of the plan, formed 
ever so long ago by Houssmann, so we 
i hope to have a great city plan, contem- 
| plating the future developments for our 
citv, the laving out of new boulevards, 
subways, water front, avenues, and 
streets, even into the distant future. 

“First, however, we must make. our 
start by 
ditions and working) for their improve, | 
ment, using, so to ‘speak, the plant we 
have. It has been suggested that séyout 
eral new avenues be cut through the. 
central part of the city; 
opinion is that before the city should 
go to such enormous expenses it should - 
make use of its resources at hand. 

“As the first reform we should strip 
congested avenues of the illegal encroach- 
ments property holders have made upon 
them. Henceforth no plans shall pass 
our building department unless the prop- 
erty owners conform to a rule to this 
effect, which I am about to sign. 

“Secondly, we should control vehicular 
trafic more strictly, limiting traffie on 
certain streets to certain kinds of vehicles, 
and designating certain narrow streets 
for northward traffic only and others 
near by for southward:trafiie only, es- 
pecially as has been suggested in the 
case of Nassau and William streets.”

PUT HIGHER FREIGHT 
AAFES ON LUXURIES, 
D. 0. WES ADWoES 


Members of the Pilgrim Publicity As- 
sociation discussed “Transportation” at 
the Boston City Club last evening, and 
D. O. Ives, the Chamber of Commerce 
expert; Frederick W. Hamilton, presi- 
dent of Tufts College, and the Rev. 
Géorge W. Anderson of St. Louis were 
the speakers. George W. Coleman pre- 
sided. 

Mr. Ives said: “Assuming the exist- 
ence of necessary transportation lines 
there are three elements of importanée 
_to the shipper—rates that traffic can 
propriy bear; regular and safe service 
and fast time. I regard the last as the 
least essential. 

“Charging what the traffic will prop- 
erly bear does not mean extorting the 
last cent out of a man caught at a 
‘disadvantage. It means adjustment of 
rates between different commodities so 
that the cheap articles and necessaries 
may be carried at the lowest rates pos- 
sible, while articles of luxury or high 
value should bear that greater propor- 
tion of the burden which their value 
enables them to bear. 

“Very few of our shippers appreciate | 
the cost to them of the ill-arrangement 
or obsolescence of our northern freight 
terminals and of our wharf facilities in 
Boston and Charlestown. 

“The one element lacking is the driv- 
ing force of intelligent and well-directed 
public sentiment. The establishment of

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WAKEFIELD TOWN

IO 10 BE TRIED BY 
MALDEN OHOE FIRM 


A cooperative plan is being tried for 
the first time in Malden by the Con- 
verse Rubber Shoe Company, which will 
issue stock to its employees at par, with 
the option of paying for it in weekly in- 
stalments extending over a _ period of 
two vears. 

The stock is of the 7 per eent pre- 
ferred issue and each share is issued to 
the employee- subscribing, for $100. The 
payments made weekly by the emplovees 
may be $1 or more.

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FREIGHT HANDLING 
fo FACILITATED BY 


NEW ARRANGEMENTS| 


Fewer transfers, less switching and 
double the speed in transportation are 
results of the new*arrangements for 
handling freight on the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford and the Boston & 
Maine railroads, in less than car load 
lots,*say railroad officials. 

ITeight representatives of the two 
roads are now working on a system by 
which shipment of entire car loads may 
be sent through with the same dispatch. 

Seven specified transfer points are to 
be named by each of the two companies 
to handle merchandise ‘shipments for 
points on the other road. Those on the 
Boston & Maine are Northampton, Green- 
field, Ayer, Lawrence, Salem, Nashua 
and Woodville, N. H. Five of those on 
the New Haven lines are Worcester, New 
Haven, Hartford, Providence and Mans- 
field. 

Thus there will be seven freight cars 
daily from as many points on the Bos- 
ton & Maine railroad to each of the five 
points selected on the New Haven, and 
the merchandise will be shipped in the 
car for the points nearest the final des- 
tination, so that in most instances the 
merchandise will be rehandled only twice. 

Freight will be picked up at its in- 
itiative point by the usual local freight, 
and carried to the nearest transfer point. 
From that point the regular freight 
will go through to the transfer point 
on the other road that Is nearest the 
final destinaion of the shipment. At the 
second transfer point a local freight 
will take the car along to its consignee.

Goodyear welted goods were increasing, 
pegged and nailed goods decreasing. 
‘Those making ladies’ and misses’ shoes 
are running their factories well up t6 the 
limit and some decline to promise early 
shipments. 

A few orders of 300 to 500 cases were 
booked last week for future delivery 
and the buyers due here in January are 
expected to bring memorandums cover- 
ing their spring and summer needs. Warm 
goods orders, with those for Christmas 
slippery, have passed into history. An 
excepfionally good business is reported 
as having been done in both of these 
lines. 

The foreign demand for shoes is grow- 
ing, all Jinés and goods feeling its ef- 
fects. This section of the business 
looked wpon with much favor and those 
manufacturers who strictly adhere to its 
peculiar requirements will profit -by it. 

The sole leather trade is showing a 
quiet condition incident to the closing 
of the year, although something was do- 
ing, as “it was stated several sales of 
good proportions were made. 

Hemlock sole seemed to lead the other 
grades in volume of trading. Most of 
this, hgwever, came from home buyers. 
The foreign buyers have quit the market 
for the holidays and the trade has fallen 
off in consequence. There is also a fairly 
good business in union leather, the sole 
cutters being the larger purchasers. Oak 
leather trading showed a marked falling 
off, the liberal buying for the past few 
weeks being the principal cause. 

Heavy upper leather trading is no bet- 
ter than fair, it being wholly confined 
to immediate requirements. Factories

| UNDERLYING the proposal that in the future 


Versus 
Arbitration 


is the belief in some quarters that settle- 
ments arranged through arbitration, as it 1s 
at present understood and practised. are 
oftener influenced by expediency and sentiment than dictated by 
prudence and justice. 

This newspaper has already discussed the central idea in the 
circular addressed by Secretary IKhox to foreign governments in 
advocacy of the institution of such a court. Its purpose is to bring 
about settlements of international disputes which shall be the result 
of calm and impartial and judicial examination of the evidence. 
the facts and the law involved. Under the arbitration plan one or 
other of the disputants is now often led to make unwarrantable 
demands because of its high standing among the great powers, or 
to make unwarrantable concessions for fear of offending. Likewise, 
arbiters are often influenced to propose terms of settlement framed 
rather with a view to temporary peace than to the merits of the 
points at issue. In all such cases the decision, although: accepted, 
is certain to be unsatisfactory, because unfair, to one of the parties. 
In a true sense the matter is not settled at all, for, as among men 
so among nations, differences are never finally adjusted until thev 
are adjusted rightly. 

_ The world’s peace in the future seems likely to depend upon 
the confidence which arbitration, diplomatic or judicial, shall inspire 
among the disputant nations. If it must be that disagreements 
shall arise, and that human impulse and human passion must be 
taken into account, vet if the nations shall feel assured that justice 
will be granted them before an international arbitral court. the 
appeal to arms which in the past often followed the first denial 
of a claim for reparation of a real or fancied wrong will be post- 
poned. And postponement is always a great gain in behalf of 
conciliation. 

The new idea of settling disputes, international as well as 
industrial, through judicial processes seems to meet a need long felt 
by the friends of arbitration. But it need not take the place 
altogether of the arbitration and conciliation methods to which 
recourse has been had so often and with such beneficent results 
in recent years. <A full report of Dr. Eliot's speech before the 
American Society for the Judicial Settlement of International Dis- 
putes would show, very likely, that he was not so pronounced as 
represented in his condemnation of present arbitration methods. 
For Dr. Eliot is unquestionably familiar with many striking instances 
of settlements arranged satisfactorily between nations, as also 
between employers and employees, through methods of compromise 
and conciliation. * 

The nations want all the good that is obtainable through the 
medium of new methods; they may be depended upon to hold fast 
to all the good that is in the old ones. Where the judicial idea 
may be the better employed it should be resorted to; but ordinary 
tact, charity, fraternity, the sense of moral obligation prompting 
men to do the right thing bv their fellow men, should more than 
ever be counted on to do their helpful works very means of 
bringing about the reign of peace on earth and good will among 
men should be called into action. |

ProsPERITY of the German nation is a wit- 
ness to the success that has attended the 
unification of the separate states into a 
Greater Germany. ‘The governmental policy 
of the empire has passed the experimental 
stage. The twenty-six states, adequately 
represeiited in the Bundesrath, or federal 
Senate, have constitutions which enable 
them to retain their prerogatives, and yet 
merge into a complete whole where the inter- 
ests of the empire are concerned. If anything were needed to 
indicate that pan-Germanism is today nearer realization than at 
any time since the imperial proclamation of Jan. 18, 1871. the 
indication might be the planning of a constitution for Alsace- 
Lorraine. Herein the Bundesrath evidently voices the national] 
sentiment for complete unity among the separate divisions of 
Germany. ilThere appears little doubt that when the Reichstag 
meets early next year it will approve of the plan to give to the 
former French territory something bordering closely on autonomy. 
But there is one feature of the proposed constitution which mav 
naturally invite criticism. It is planned that there shall be two 
chambers of legislation. And of the thirty-six members composing 
the upper chamber, half are to be selected from the commercial. 
agricultural and labor interests, and the other half are to be

‘appointed by the Emperor upon the nomination of the Bundesrath. 


As the commercial representatives may very likely be found on 
the side of the imperial interests, there would seem to be some 
limitation to the constitutional privileges. . 

While the people of Alsace-Lorraine may not be entirely satis- 
fied with the constitution as proposed, it nevertheless is evident 
that the scheme for unity is intended to include all parts of the 
empire. Even with the disadvantages that may confront the prov- 


inces, Alsace-Lorraine cannot fail to appreciate that the desire of. 


all Germans is Germany’for all. The popular representation of the 
proposed new state in the Bundesrath will be respected. And the 
fact should not be lost sight of that proportionately Alsace-Lorraine 
will carry as much weight in the federal Senate as the most power- 
ful state within the empire. ¢ 

For reasons not difficult to trace Prussian hegemony has been 
made conspicuous whenever Germany has been under discussion. 
It is true that when a compact was entered into between the German 
states Prussia undoubtedly was the largest. But viewed merely 
as a component part of the new confederation, Prussia was granted 
no more rights than the least populous of the states. Comperison 
may be drawn with the United States Senate where New York, 
in spite of its large population, has no more to say than Rhode 
Island. i Gs s 

Merely as King of Prussia, Emperor William enjoys no more 
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privileges than does the sovereign of any of the other twenty-five 
states composing Germany. When there have been infringements 
upon what the states consider their sovereign rights, the states 
have not been slow to speak up and sav with emphasis that the 
constitutional limits have been overstepped. 

There can be but one interpretation put upon the new govern- 
mental move. Alsace-Lorraine has earned the right to take part 
in the deliberations of the country. © The people have shown their 
loyalty, and when in place of.the present four non-voting members 
in the Bundesrath and fifteen members in the Reichstag, the two 
new provincial chambers spring into existence, German unity will 
hind itself even stronger than before. The entrance of Alsace- 
Lorraine will mean the strengthening of the chain in what was 
formerly a straining link. 


kEW persons, it may be supposed, will find 
cause to differ with the statement that imten- 
sive or conserving methods of farming will 
make agriculture in’ New [.ngland more 
profitable, for it apples with equal truth to 
every other agricultural section otf .\merica.

in the country at large and thereby win favor with millions of people 
who continually submit to this form of double taxation. If the 
claim that the number and size of sleeping car tips has diminished 
ereatly is provable, the porters may reasonably feel obliged to call for 
a steady income from the company itself rather than to continue 
piecing out the lessening bits tendered by those who already have 
paid their proper fares. .\nd It 1s a sate guess that the traveler 
who consults bis own opinions in this respect has a fairly accurate 
index to the thoughts of others on the same subject. 

Travelers in .\merica, it is true, are partially responsible for 
the situation which resulted in the porters) demand. They have 
not strongly protested against an arrangement that has kept the 
porters’ wages low and, in effect, swelled the sleeping car company’s 
dividends. gut the high cost of living disclosures have opened 
people's eves to many things of late. and this matter of tipping 
porters evidently has undergone closer examination. As some one 
has noted, it was not the reckless tippers who once kept porters’ 
incomes satisfactory; the kteadv-going, cautious spenders did that. 
Thev regarded their outlay as a necessary, although objectionable, 
expense. This same class has just discovered that what was regarded 
as inevitable may be ignored to a large extent with profit. 

It is an open question, however, whether Americans in general 
actually want the tipping plan abolished. A small coin judiciously 
bestowed often brings adequate returns in service, vet Americans, 
if they must tip, might well copy collectively the tipping methods 
in other countries. Why does the Englishman get better results with 
a penny or two, the Frenchman with a few centimes, the German 
with his pfennig, or the Russian with his copecks? Because in general 
they have not attempted to exceed reasonable proportions in the 
amounts of their tips. 

The real difficulty in America, so far as tipping goes, is the need 
of. a system. If the sleeping car company adopted and worked out 
some idea like that of the tickets with coupons, the influence of 
such a departure might be far-reaching enough to result in the 
extension of similar methods to hotels, steamships and other places 
where tips are thought necessary, even to shoe blacking “parlors” 
and barber shops. Employees’ incomes must exceed the outgo, and 
the company would find at expedient, no doubt, to consider well any 
line of conduct that did not conflict too sharply with its usual 
policy. The coupon ticket iplan might result in a well-ordered 


‘arrangement satisfactory alike to the ‘public, the porter and_ the 


company. : 
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MUNICIPAP,, state or national endowment of 
a theater can hardly be justified, except on 
the ground that the drama is part of the 
educational system and that it is necessary, 
therefore, in the interest of culture and 
morality to fix a standard for it. Some 
very strong reasons have been advanced in 
this city and elsewhere in favor of providing 
dramatic performances for the'people under 

municipal auspices. Some cities have already ~~ 
carried out the idea; others are experimenting with it. We have 
evidently passed the time when objections will be raised to it any- 
Where on constitutional grounds. Cities in.all parts of the country 
provide parks and boulevards, bath houses, gymnasiums, recreation 
helds, playgrounds: why not theaters ? 

It has been said repeatedly that the theatrical performance 
which caters to taste, refinement and intelligence, which is educa- 
tional and elevating in character, cannot reach the people it is 
intended to influence. This same argument has been raised with 
regard to another great educational factor, the newspaper. It has 
been demonstrated that a newspaper can be at once of a high stand- 
ard, popular and successful. We believe that it is not necessary 
to call in civic, state or federal authority in order to establish the 
fact that an educational and elevating drama can also be ‘made 
commercially profitable.’ We have yet to find where a_ well- 
conducted, high-class theater. operated at popular prices, has failed 
under private management. ‘It seems to have been the rule, how-

ever. for the low-priced theater to undertake to win patronage by ° 


producing cheap plays and appealing to. the lowest rather than to 
the highest tastes of its patrons. Here and there courageous imqan- 
agers have taken the other course, produced at popular prices the 
best plays obtamable in the best manner possible, and have suc- 
ceeded. ‘There are examples of this kind in all large cities. There 
are conspicuous examples of it in New York, Boston and Chicago. 

The best is none too good for the masses of the people. The 
best is appreciated by them. First-class theatricals are ‘as attrac- 
tive ta. the populace now as they ever were. Private enterprise can 
and should meet the popular hunger and thirst for solid enter- 
tainment. If private enterprise shall fail to see its opportunity, or 
seeing it, shall fail to take full advantage of it, or shall in any 
way fall short of meeting it, then it will be time enough to talk 
of the government theater.

Steps that 
have already been taken toward the establishment of a constitutional 
government can hardly be retraced. .\s in Russia, the advanced 
progressives, encouraged by one victory,,may unwisely attempt to 
press forward their entire radical program, and may ‘meet with 
rebuffs. Ultimate success, however, awaits the movement that 1s 
content with slow but steady progress. 

Looking: back ten years, the thoughtful observer can hardly 
fail to be impressed by the progress China has already made. The 
very fact that some of the recent proposals have been listened 
to serves to show how far the Chinese have traveled on the road 
LO political freedom.
